Z. G. Simmons, president of the com- 


pany, is to make his home in New 
Tfork. 
The official statement given

out by Mr, S}mmons is a scathing ar-

raignment of the legislative program 
in Wisconsin. It follows: 


"In view of the hostile attitude of 


the Wisconsin legislature toward the 
Industries of this state, we have been 
compelled to take the following mea- 
sures: 


WILL, TRANSFER OFFICE 


"The executive office of Simmons 


company is being transferred to New 
York city. The office of the Central 
division is being removed to Chicago. 


"It is not without deep regret that 


we have taken such radical stops, but 
we felt that we would have been re- 
miss In the trust of thousands of share- 
holders of this corporation

in our hands had we delayed action 
any longer.

THE TAX PROGRAM AT MADISON 


As a re*ult of the inability of the ad- 


ministration to agree on a tax revision 
program two measures have been intro- 
duced into the legislature, one in the sen- 
ate by 3Ir. Severson. which is essentially 
a surtax measure, and the other in the 
house by Speaker Dahl. which repeals 
ihe personal property offset and increas- 
es normal income lax rates heavily. Not- 
withstanding the fact 
that 
Governor 


Elaine has gone on record as opposing 
surtaxes in principle and as desiring to 
eliminate those that now exist, together 
with mill taxes for educational purposes, 
it is said that he favors the Severson bill. 


Irrespective of whether surtaxes are 


approved or not. the Severson bill is the 
less burdensome of the two. It docs not 
repeal the personal properly offset and in 
this respect at least conforms to the gov- 
ernor's AieAvs. 
Mr. Elaine ha1- mcrely 


asked that the wisdom of repealing the 
offset be considered by the tax commis- 
sion ''so that at the next session o£ the 
legislature there may be presented a com- 
plete statement of facts concerning the 
rfl'ect on locality, principally towns, cities 
and villages, of the repeal of the personal 
property tax. and possibilities of the sub- 
stitution of income tax in lieu thereof." 
"We believe ourselves that the governor is 
right in bringing this question before the 
legislature, but why not let the taxpayer 
pay both taxes? If it is a sound practice 
to tax personal property, the collection oC 
the tax would seem to be equally sound. 
There is a sort of admission in the pres- 
ent system either that personal property 
taxes are wrong, or/that as between them 
and income taxation the levy is too large. 
As Mr. Blaiue points out. however, many 
factors are to be considered in changing 
the system, because the effects upon 
ciliesj. villages and towns will vary and 
at the same time bear an important rela- 
tion to collectable taxes and public needs. 
The subject is one certainly which ought 
1o be investigated before any action is 
taken, and that investigation should be 
statewide and comprehensive.

"We appreciate 1hc desire of the go\x-r- 


noi- and of those associated with him 1o 


, ' make wealth pay its legilimate share of 


taxes, and we doubt very much if wealth 
over has paid its just share. In any form 
of taxation it is difficult to confine pay- 
ment of the actual tax to wealth in the re- 
stricted sense of "the word. 
This is par- 


ticularly true of income taxation where it 
!»• immediately passed to the consumer. 
with an extra margin tacked on for good 
measure. 
The most difficult problem of 


government always has been to devise an 
equitable system of taxation. In all the 
centuries of human experience this goal 
has not yet been reached. It is a problem 
that only the highest intelligence, unself- 
ishness and honesty of purpose can ever 
hope 1o solve. "Where the solution is under- 
taken in a spirit of retaliation or on mere 
..belief 1hat. it Arill right certain wrongs or 
s it Js apt to react most heavily; 


upon ihi- poor and those least able to bear 
nnscientilic experiment alum with taxa- 
tion. 


\Vc bclio\e that in the case of Wiscon- 


sin, it is easily possible lo go too far in the 
tax revision program, so far that it Avill 
react detrimentally upon the public at 
large. 
Certainly it will do this if it pun- 


ishes enterprise or if it forces industries 
and those whoso money arc invested in it 
to raise prices and thus add more to the 
cost of living than the stale will realize 
in taxes. 
We believe that a moderate in- 


crease in income taxation might be borne 
by the productive wealth of the state 
without penalizing the consumer 
and 


without inviting reprisals that might in- 
jure the state and its prosperity. How- 
ever, any increase should be reasonable 
and kept down to the very minimum that, 
the practice of rigid economy at Madison 


/will make possible. 


In both the Severson and Dahl bills we 


are approaching conditions of taxation 
closely akin to the federal income tax. 
The federal tax is frankly a war tax. yet 
even this is being reduced instead of in- 
creased. Jn "Wisconsin we have no great 
war debts, no huge war bonds upon which 
to pay interest and provide a sinking 
fund, none of the inheritances of 1917 
and 19IS that have encumbered the gov- 
ernment at "Washington, 
ft would seem 


that if the national budget can be so ad- 
justed at this early date as to permit of 
reduced income taxation, we ought in 
Wisconsin to" be able to pay our way 
without any radical increases in the al- 
ready heavy taxes collected. 
The more 


we rai^e in taxes the more we will spend. 
Is our problem not really one of re-1rem-h- 
nient rather than of increasing public 
revenue ? 


MR. COUZENS FOR GOVERNMENT 


OWNERSHIP 


The first public speech of Mr. Jaine^ 


C'ouzens. the new United States senator 
from Michigan, shows that he has an open 
mind and tries to be impartial and practi- 
cal in his conclusions. -"Whereas his sug- 
gestion for government ownership of the 
railroads at first gives the impression of 
radicalism, it does not seem so after care- 
ful reading. 
The speech tends to indi- 


cate just how Mr. Couzens thinks, and 
how he moves to decisions, and it is an 
interesting study of a new personality in 
congress, perhaps of the progressives, 
yet different from them in experience and 
general point of view. 


Mr. Couzens does not say that he fav- 


ors public ownership of the railroads. He 
sees public ownership as the last resort. 
All other measures have failed, he sug- 
gests, and consequently public ownership 
looks like the alternative. 
If the gov- 


ernment should acquire ownership of the 
railroads, the government would not nec- 
essarily operate them. Personally, he does 
not favor government ownership of trans- 
portation. 
He mentions it as the alter- 


native which might enable the systems to 
expand and do business in freedom. 


Mexico offers an example of govern- 


ment control of railroads, equivalent to 
ownership, with private operation and 
governmental regulation of rates and ser- 
vice. The idea has not worked out well. 
Many railroads of Europe are govern- 
ment-owned, but 
it is impossible to say 


whether they are as successful as those 
privately 
owned 
and 
supervised 
by 


the government. 
The attempt to nation- 


alize the coal mines furnishes one of the 
strongest arguments against government 
ownership of utilities. 
We should be- 


come a paternalized nation, if the gov- 
ernment undertook to run everything, and 
we desire the minimum of paternalism. 


Mr. Couzens docs nof. in bis Philadel- 


phia speech, declare a positive opinion. 
He is merely analyzing a condition and 
expressing his observations. The address 
is more significant than if Ihe new sen- . 
ator from Michigan had mHclo a formal 
statement 
of convictions. 
It is worth 


reading as a study of the man who sev- 
ered relations with Henry Ford and be- 
came probably Ihe best mayor the city of 
Detroit ever had.

Reeves, general-*nanager of.the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce.

this country today, says Reeves. 


The average length of xthese cars, 


it is estimated, is about 13 f°et for

trucks. These figures seem low, but

more than half the atllombiles in the 
country are small cars with a total 
length of about 11 ^ feet.

"Soft coal properly handled

results in saving over 
hard coal," 


says P. W. Duffee, agricultural en- 
gineer at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. 
"The main difficulty with soft 


coal is to prevent 
losses 
through 


smoke. This can b^st be accomplished 
by firing frequently and by putting 
fresh coal onto a. hot fire. 


"Smoke is an indication of incom- 


plete combustion and of waste. For 
each kind of coal and each furnace 
there is usually a range m the rate 
of combustion in which it is easy to 
avoid smoke 
At higher rates, ow- 


ing to the lack of furnace capacity, 
it becomes increasingly 
difficult 
to 


supply the air for complete combus- 
tion. 


"Smoke Is usuallv due to improper 


firing—adding too much at one time 
and not supplying enough air. Fir- 
ing at least six times a day vrith soft 
coal is recommended. 


"The United Stntes fuel 
commis- 


sion strongly advocates 
the use of 


,«alt to remove 
soot in furnace and 


chimney. The fire should be in good 
condition with a substantial body of 
hot fuel. Well-dried, common salt is 
then scattered over the incandescent 
fuel bed—perhaps one-fourth to one 
pound at a time.v 


"The dampers should be opened for 


15 to 30 minutes to maintain the fur- 
nace temperature until the fumes en- 
tirely disappear. Scrap zinc thrown 
on a fire is said, to remove boot.
